Canoe teams 
paddle up 


the AuSable 


on tour 
between 
Great Lakes

Two canoe teams traveled up the 
AuSable River on a trip from Lake Huron 
to Lake Michigan to honor a world- 
renowned canoe paddler. 

The Ultimate Kruger 2009 Challenge, a 
project for the Verlen Kruger Memorial 
Association, went through the Grayling 
area last week and weekend. Kruger was a 
Michigan canoe explorer, racer and founder 
of Kruger Canoes, who passed away in 
August 2004. He was 82. 

Kruger was bom a sharecropper's son in 
Pulaski County, Ind. in 1922. The second of 
nine children, Kruger was forced to quit 

' school at age 14 to help the struggling fam- 
ily through hard times. 

Kruger was drafted into the Army’ for 
World War II in 1942 to serve as a recon- 
naissance tank driver. Later, he convinced 
his superiors to allow him take exams to 
become a pilot. He graduated from the Air 
Force Flight Training Schoo} at the top of 
his class, became a flight instructor, trained 
advanced fighter pilots and served a tour of 
duty flying P-51s over Korea and Japan. 

After his years in the military, Kruger 
and his wife, Jenny settled in the Lansing 
area in a home on the Grand River. The 
couple had nine children and Kruger estab- 
lished a successful plumbing business. 

Kruger did not sit or paddie a canoe until 
age 41. He quickly gained a love for the 
sport, an interest in taking long voyages 
and building his own canoes. 

Kruger was no stranger to canoe 
marathon racing and the Ausable River 
Canoe Marathon. 

“Right away I was marathon canoe rac- 
ing and building my first experimental 
canoe. I was tripping to train for racing, and 
I was racing to train for tripping,” Kruger 
said in an article published in Paddler 
Magazine. “Anyone who's got a fancy for 
tripping should spend a year in the racing 
circuit. Racing is where you can learn effi- 
ciency and enjoyment.”

Disc golf is based on tradi- 
lional golfing, but involves 
the use of Frisbees or discs, 
The object is to throw the 
disc into a basket in the least 
amount of throws, The discs 
are thrown from cement pads

that the disc can hit and then 
tall into a catch basket. 
Players carry various special- 
ly designed discs, which 
include drivers, midrange 
discs, putters and specialty 
discs.

The City of Grayling was 
recently given kudos for help- 
ing keep the teeth of children 
and adults healthy. 

The Michigan Department 
of Community Health recog- 
nized the community with a 
2008 Water Fluoridation 
Award, 

Susan Deming, fluorida- 
tion coordinator for the 
Michigan Department of 
Community Health, said for 
the last two years, state offi- 
cials have been sending annu- 
al reports regarding commu- 
nity water supply systems to 
the Centers for Disease 
Control}. 

The Centers for Disease 
Control identifies community 
water fluoridation as one of 
the 10 greatest public health 
achievements of the 20th cen- 
tury, and presents Water 
Fluoridation Quality Awards 
to community water systems 
for maintaining consistent 


. levels of optimally fluoridat- 


ed water throughout the cal- 
endar year. 

For the 1,019 municipal 
water systems tn Michigan, 
only 47 were recognized for 
having reached that achieve- 
ment in 2008. 


“Most of our water systems 
don't get close to having the 
optimum levels,” Deming 
said. 

Grayling Department of 
Public Works Director Chad 
Beckett said the optimum flu- 
oride level for the Grayling 
water system in one part per 
million. 

Communities began adding 
fluoride to municipal water 
supplies in the carly 20th 
Century. The City of Grand 
Rapids was one of the first 
municipalities to add the 
chemical to water to prevent 
tooth decay. 

For children, fluoride 
works to make tooth enamel 
harder and more resistant to 
acid that causes tooth decay. 
For adults, it helps repair 
early stages of tooth decay 
even before they become vis- 
ible in the mouth. The process 
in known as remineralization, 

Toothpastes, mouth rinses, 
and gels contain fluoride, 
which is also found in foods 
and liquids processed with 
water containing fluoride. 

Fluoride naturally occurs in 


water in small amounts. 
Hydrofluorosilicic acid, 
which is added to the 


Grayling water supply in a 
liquid form, is a by-product of 


the fertilizer industry. 

Pumps, which inject fluo- 
ride into the water system, 
only operate when water is 
being drawn from the city's 
two water wells. The city 
alicrnaics between the two 
water wells when community 
residents and businesses are 
pumping water for use. The 
water is tested daily to moni- 
tor the fluoride fevels. 

Beckelt. said he was 
pleased that the city and 
Department of Public Works 
employees were recognized 
for their hard work. 

“This is one of the many 
examples of the things that 
the Department of Public 
Works docs to protect the 
health and welfare of our 
community,” Beckett said. 

Grayling City Manager 
David Thayer echoed those 
thoughts. 

“It's a consistency thing, 
and it says to me as a manag- 
er that we have a well man- 
aged water supply system 
that's safe for the public,” 


- Thayer said. 


Thayer said adding fluoride 
to Grayling's water supply 
gives a health benefit to an 
already good product, noting 
that that water aquifer located 
between Grayling and

Roscommon is recognized for 
its quality. 

“We sit on one of the best 
fresh water supplies in the 
world so it make it easy to 
provide a product that is 
healthy and is also very pleas- 
ing,” he said. 

In 2005, Grayling received 
a Community Initiative 
Award from the American 
Dental Association State and 
Territorial Directors for the 
Centers for Disease Control. 

Deming said that Michigan 
is proud to have 91 percent of 
the state's community water 
supply systems adding the 
benefit of fluoridation to pre- 
vent tooth decay and cavities. 

The Centers for Disease 
Control recognized Michigan 
with a 2008 award for State 
Excellence for Documented 
Optimized Water Systems. 

“The benefits of optimal 
community water fluoridation 
last throughout the life span,” 
said Dr. Sheila Vandenbush, 


oral heath director for the . 


Michigan Department of 
Community Health. “The 
Oral Health program and the 
Department of Environmental 
Quality commend Grayling 
on maintaining optimal levels 
of fluoride in the communi- 
ty's water system.”

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South Branch 1-8 well,” cov- 
ers 640 acres. Savoy Energy 
leased 240 acres of mineral 
rights belonging to the State 
of Michigan in 1999. The 
remaining acres of mineral 
tights were leased from the 
U.S. Bureau of Land 
Management in 1997, 2000 
and 2002. The Michigan 
Department of 
Environmental Quality 
approved Savoy's state permit 
to drill for natural gas in 
2003. The most recent state 
permit was issued in January 
2008. 

As the state and federal 
considered the drilling per- 
mits, public outcry from 
anglers, conservationists, 
state and local officials grew. 

The Anglers of the 
AuSable, the Sierra Club and 
Tim Mason, the grandson of 
George Mason, fought the 
permit to drill the well! in fed- 
eral court on behalf of 
anglers, hikers and canoeists. 

The Mason Tract was 
established in 1955, when 
auto executive George Mason 
bequeathed 1,500 acres of 
land with 11 miles fronting 
the South Branch of the 
AuSable River to the State of 
Michigan. Mason's gift was 
under the condition that the 
land be maintained in its pris- 
tine nature. Over the years, 
the Mason Tract has grown to 
cover 4,500 acres of state 
land and has become a recre- 
ational haven for hunters, 
trout anglers, hikers and 
cross-country skiers. The 
Mason Chapel, a shrine built 
in Mason's honor, has been 
the site of several weddings

In the last legal action in 
the battle, an order to dismiss 
appeals filed by the U.S. 
Forest Service and Bureau of 
Land Management was 
entered in the Sixth Circuit 
Court of Appeals in 
Cincinnati on Dec. 23, 2008. 
In addition, Savoy Energy 
was denied a request to inter- 
vene in the case. 

The victory in the five- 
year-legal battle came after 
U.S. District Court Judge 
David M. Lawson ruled earli- 
er in 2008 that an environ- 
mental assessment done by 
the U.S. Forest Service for 
the proposed gas well was 
inadequate. Specifically, the 
judge said the federal agency 


‘failed to address the impacts 


‘of the gas well, noise and the 
clear cutting of trees would 
have on wildlife and recre- 
ational tourism and failed to 
explore possible alternatives. 
Lawson directed federal 
agencies to complete the full 
EIS. 

Ken Arbogast, spokesper- 
son .for the Huron-Manistee 
Forest, said that the more 
stringent environmental study 
would take a year and 1/2 to 
complete. 

Arbogast said a notice of 
intent. to prepare the EIS 
would be published in the 
Federal Resister, the newspa- 
per of record for the federal 
government, within the next 
three months. After the notice 
is published, federal officials 
will solicit public comment 
over a 45-day period on 
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Environmental Impact Statement 
underway for Mason Tract gas well 


issues that need to be 
addressed in the study. After a 
draft of the EIS is completed, 
anglers, conservationists and 
Crawford County officials 
will be able to address and 
comment on the findings and 
analysis contained in the doc- 
ument. 

Arbogast said the U.S. 
Forest Service would draw on 
data received over the last 
few years to include in the 
study. Specially, he that fed- 
eral officials will be able to 
draw comparisons on noise 
and impact on tourism and 
wildlife from recent 
Department of Natural 
Resources timber sales that 
have occurred in the Mason 
Tract area. 

Additionally, the number 
of oil and gas well drilled in 
Crawford County has grown 
from 280 to 340 in recent 
years. Arbogast said federal 
officials would be able to 
draw conclusions on the eco- 
nomic impact the wells have 
or have not had on Crawford 
County in the study. 

Arbogast acknowledged 
that the same emotions and 
sentiments about the Mason 
Tract would be raised as the 
study moves forward. 

“J don't think we are ever 
going to be able to change 
people's. perspective on that 
side, but we have to really 
address issues from a scien- 
tifically and factually side,” 
he said. 

Arbogast said federal agen- 
cies are bound to proceed 
with the study since Savoy 
Energy still has the mineral 
rights leases. 

“They have valid leases for 
State and federal minerals and 
as long as those leases are 
valid to those minerals, we 
have to process their applica- 
tion,” he said.

Przedwojewski said since 
the trip is honoring Kruger, 
he wanted to venture on 
without help because that is 
how his mentor would have 
handled the situation. 

“It's kind of a challenge to 
do it all under your own 
power without taking help,” 
Przedwojewski said. It's not 
like the marathon style. 
Verlen, on his big trips, that's 
how he went. He didn't have 
anybody on shore helping 
him out. He had to take care 
of himself all the way along, 
so we kind of fashioned 
these challenges after that.” 

Paddling up stream 
against a four mph current, 
Przedwojewski said they 
also wanted to bring atten- 
tion to the region's natural 
resources and recreational 
opportunities. 

“They are so useable and 
underutilized I think,” 
Przedwojewski said of the 
rivers. 

Murgittroyd appreciated 
portaging the six dams locat- 
ed between Oscoda and 
Grayling. 

“It's a lot of sick but its 
well worth it,” he said. 

Przedwojewski added the 
comfort of the Kruger 
canoes made it an enjoyable 
trip despite the rain and drop 
in temperatures. 

“It's just a little bit of rain, 
but that happens on every 
trip,” he said.
